Supreme Bench Says Second Wife of 


Bert M. Davis Placed In Jeopardy 
In First Trial jmd Cannot Now Be 
Prosecuted On Conspiracy Charge. 


Mrs. Kate Resler-Davis was successful in her original 


application to the Supreme court df Nebraska for a writ of 
habeas corpus, the high tribunal Wednesday morning hav- 
ing handed down a nopinion, written- by Justice Eberly. find- 
ing that the applicant had already been placed in jeopardy 
for the offense alleged in the complaint filed against her in 
the county court of Furnas county, and on which, after a 
preliminary hearing she had been held for trial in the Dis- 
trict court. 


Mrs. Resler-Davis had been orig- 


inally complained againstT'as an ac- 
cessory before-the fact In the mur- 
der by her husband, Bert. M. Davis, 
of his first wife, Blanche Davis. 
On this complaint she was tried in 
Gosper county on a change of ven- 
ire, and 'was acquitted. 
Thereafter 


the 
county attorney 
of Furnas 


county 
filed 
complaint 
alleging 


conspiracy with Davis to poison and 


""kill Blanche Davis. 
On December 


14, 1926, she was bound over on 
this second complaint and applica- 
tio'n was made for a writ of habeas 
corpus, it being charged that she 
had already been placed in jeopardy 
for the same acts charged in the 
V conspiracy complaint. 
The court 


finds that the record-sustains this 
allegation and she is ordered dis- 
charged. 


Limitations-on Court. 


• "In view of the fact'that our con- 


stitutional provisions, in fact, in- 
tended to secure an absolute im- 
munity and unqualified privilege to 
a defendant legally acquitted on a 
criminal charge of never again be- 
ing subject to further arrest, -de- 
tention, molestation or Inconveni- 
ence based upon that which has 
been once solemnly determined in 
his favo.r, these provisions are cer- 
tainly limitations on the power of 
the' court to, in 'any manner, vio- 
late or infringe the right thus plain-, 
ly jgranted and conferred by the 
fundamental charter of the state," 
Justice Eberly, declared. 


Vlt must be conceded," said the 


opinion, "that the petitioner (Mrs. 
Resler-Davis), by her acquittal, was 
wholly relieved from 
any further 


attempt to fix-penalties upon her 
because of her relation to the fact 
of killing being that of an acces- 
sory before the fact. An accessory 
before the fact, it may be said, is 
one who, by word or act, giyes en- 
couragement to the actual perpe- 
trator in the commission of the act, 
or who procures, instigates, incites, 
advises or counsels him to commit 
it, or joins with him in a conspir- 
acy to .that end. or by aiding him 
in any of the foregoing ways in 
some other unlawful act that would 
naturally result in a homicide if 
the homicide action results there-

I killed is a whole lot better off 
than fehc was before." 'the sniper 
declared. She's got all his money.

Carter was asked it he thought 


'he was sane. "I've got intelligence 
but I haven't got good sense," he 
replied. "I've known that for a long 
time. I'm different from, other peo- 
ple who get married and have a 
home." 


At the penitentiary Carter is re- 


gardpd as a model prisoner. Deputy 
Warden Kavanaugh said that he 
couldn't -even tell that,.Carter was 
there. Carter reads a great deal, 
mostly newspapers nd trade books 
from the^prison library.. 


Doesn't Like Name. 


"I wish you would change my 


n'ame''from the 'sniper' to 'Murphy- 
did-if," he said in telling about 
reading an Omaha paper.

His reason for this request he 


said was because his real name was 
not Carter but Murphy. He refused 
to tell his first name or where he 
•was born but said that his parents 
were dead. Ho has some brothers 
and sisters living and thinks that 
they must know who h,e is from the 
newspaper stories. "some"'of which 
are very nearly the truth.

Opinion By Judge Day 


Brushes Aside Insan- 


ity Defense. 


The Nebraska 'Supreme court; in 


an .opinion" written by Justice Day 
and handed down "Wednesday morn- 
ing, has affirmed the judgement of 
the District court of Douglas coun- 
ty, wherein Frank Carter, known 
as "the sniper," was convicted of 
murder in the first degree and sen- 
tenced to 'death. "Date for execution 
is set by the court as Friday, June 
24. 


Carter was convicted of the murd- 


er of Dr. Austin D. Searles in the 
office of the latter in Omaha on 
February 17, 192G. Previous to that 
he had killed another man he had 
attempted to hold up on the street 
and who ran and was shot to death 
with a small gun which had been 
equipped •with a silencer. There was 
no denial that these crimes had 
been committed, the defense being 
insanity. Carter said that he went 
to the office of Dr. Searles for the 
purpose of robbing him and that 
when the doctor started out of the 
door he. shot him. taking his watch. 
which fell from his pocket and 
which was found on the person of 
Carter .when the latter was cap- 
tured near .Bartlett, Iowa, a couple 
of days later. 


During the trial mental experts 


testified both for the state and for 
the defense, the defendant also tak- 
ing the stand and telling of his var- 
ious acts in Omaha and elsewhere. 
The , state's witnesses testified that 
defendant was capable of distin- 
guishing between right and wrong, 
while those of the defense held 
otherwise, though declaring that the 
man was above normal in the mat- 
ter of memory and In other respects. 
The high court 'concludes that Cart- 
er did know right from wrong and 
says: 


"Whatever may be the rule in 


other Jurisdictions as to the degree 
of insanity as a defense for crime, 
it is well established in this state 
that the test is the capacity of the 
accused to understand the' nature 
of the act committed and his ability 
to distinguish between right and 
wrong with respect to it."

pear Before Solons. 


No Child Labor Here But 


East and South 


Need Law. 


Approximately 100 women repre- 


senting the larloua women's organ- 
izations of the fatate crowded into 
the senate chamber Tuesday after- 
noon to'urge the Nebraska ratifi- 
cation of the child labor amend- 
ment to the national constitution. 


The hearing in the senate lasted 


nearly an hour and a half and then 
the speakers and many of the spec- 
tators moved around to the north 
side of the capitol building- where 
the house committee on constitu- 
tional amendments, 
held 
another 


hearing on tho same bill. 
A half a dozen speakers urged tne 


ratification of the amendment and 
presented spirited arguments in fa- 
vor of it, while the only person ap- 
pearing in opposition to the meas- 
ure was C. B. Steward, secretaiy ol 
the Nebraska Faim Bureau Feder- 
a Cla'rence A. MIle-3 
of 
Bethany 


presented the legal aspect OL tne 
amendment, declaring that theie is 
no fault to be found with the pres- 
ent child laoor situation in Nebras- 
ka but that some legulation is 
needed 
in 
certain 
eastern 
and 


southern states which cannot bo ob- 
tained through state regulation. 


Prttentt Educational Aspect. 


Miss Olivia Pound ot 
Lincoln, 


representing the 
Association 
ot 
University Women, reviewed the 
educational side of the question, de- 
claring- that the nation is looking 
after its natural resources but not 
after its citizenship resources, the 
children. Two million children aie 
being deprived oC their birth-mUt 
of a proper elementary education 
because of child labor, she said. 


Bedford Johnson, -who descubed 


himself as a Hall county farmer, 
told the committee that there is a 
great deal of Ignorance regarding 
the actual provisions and intent of 
the amendment existing among the 
farmers. 
The farmers ha-\e been 


misled by publications opposed to 
the amendment because their poli- 
cies are. guided by their ad\ ertlbers, 
tho eastern manufacturers 
In ;i 


poll of the farmers m his vicln'ty 
he said that he did not find one who 
had a definite objection to the bill. 
"The farmers are not footing the 
b'ill for the propaganda that is be- 
ing spread to defeat the measure,' 
he declared. 
This was charged up to the past-

Mrs LeRoy Davis, representing 
the Lincoln League of Women Vot- 
ers pointed out in this connection 
that the east felt that faim relief 
was a national question and took 
enough of a hand in it to defeat 
the measure. "I hope that Nebraska 
will /wake up and cease being the 
cat's paw of the eastern manufac- 
turers," she declared. 


George Wiley of Fairbury, repie- 


senting the transportation brother- 
hoods, cited Pennsylvania as an 
example of the failuie of state child 
labor laws to be enforced 


Among tho others who spoke in 


behalf of the amendment «. 're Mis. 
C. H. Dietrich of Hastings, Mr?. 
Clara Clayton of Lincoln, Rev. P. 
H. Fox of Lincoln and others. 


Question of Power. 


The farm organizations 
are not 


opposing the regulation of child la- 
bor, 
C. B. Steward declared, they 
are opposing the centering of more 
control and power in the hands ot 
the federal government and the 
diminishing of state's rights 


The question is not one of child 
labor regulation but one of whether 
the states -wish to delegate 'their 
own powers to the national govein- 
ment. 


He also objected to the age limit 


of the amendment -which provides 
that congress may 
regulate ind 


prohibit tho labor of persons under 
the age of eighteen. That is a per- 
sonal right and should not be med- 
dled with. 


That the intention is to regulate 


and possibly prohibit the children 
from working on farms was another 
point stressed by Steward. Ho de- 
clared that congress could not be 
depended upon to handle the situa- 
tion wisely, but once- it got the 
power It would lay down regula- 
tions which are absolutely needless. 
He resented the statement that 
the farmers, are Ignorant of the pro- 
visions and intent of the amend- 
ment.

Coolidge to Establish Summer 


White House in 'Farming West9 


WASHINGTON. March 9.—(By 


the Associated Press.)—1-resident 
Coolidge has decided to establish 
a summer white house somewhere 
v\est of the Alleghenles. Just where 
he v\ ill go or how long he will be 
away 
from 
Washington has not 


been determined. 
There is little prospect that he 
will settle down for the summer at 
any point as far west as the Pa- 
cific coast, although he may make 
a swing across the continent before 
returning to the capitol. 
At the white house, where it was 
definitely disclosed Tuesday 
the 


president intended to go into the 
agricultural west for the summer, 
it was said on his behalf that he 
did not want to be too far from 
Washington, and- not too far south. 
In the past he has expressed a. 
preference for a retreat at some al- 
titude, so he might find relief from 
a slight bronchial trouble that both- 
ers him during the summer months 
in Washington's climate. 
The decision of the president to 
go into the farming region of the 
west rather than spend his summer 
in the northeast as he has done 
since entering the white house is 
m line with the advice of both his 
friends and congressional leaders 
who differ with him on his atti- 
tude toward farm relief 


Will Observe Conditions. 
Mr. Coolidge's advisers have im- 
pressed upon him that the west, 
particularly states beyond the Mis- 
sissippi, see too little of presidents, 
and that he should visit that sec- 
tion to observe conditions and study 
its problems at first hand 
With the veto of the McNary- 
Haugen bill having stirred up anew 
the controversy over farm relief, 
the president's 
critics have ex- 
pressed the opinion that he might 
look on the situation in a different 
light if he spent some time in the 
grain and live stock belt and talked 
to dirt farmers regarding their dif- 
ficulties. 
As to the political effects of a 


summer stay in the west by Presi- 
dent Coolidge there was wide spec- 
ulation here yesterday, particularly 
as it was recognized on all sides 
that he was going into a region 
which has shown signs of unrest, 
chiefly on account of the agricul- 
tural situation. 


During the summer it Is prob- 
able that Mr. Coolidge will make 
several speeches, but it is unlikely 
they will have any political tinge, 
or give any inkling as to his in- 
tentions a 3ear hence, when presi- 
dential nominees will be selected 
In establishing a summer home 


in the west, Mr. Coolidge will be 
the first president to do so since 
McKmley, who went back to his 
home town of Canton, O. for ex- 
tended summer visies. Since ther 
presidents hav e made excursions 
into the west, sometimes to the 
coast, but none tarried at any one 
point for any length of time. 


Receives Many Invitations. 
Since entering the white house, 
Mr. Coolidge, who made a trans- 
continental trip while -vice presi- 
dent, has been as far west as 
Omaha and Kansas City to deliver 
speeches and on one occasion went 
into Minnesota to speak at the 
Norse centennial. 


From a vaiiety of sources have 


come inv itations for the president 
and Mrs. Coolidge to visit the Black 
Hills m South Dakota, where tnev 
have been offered a game lodge 
thirty miles from Rapid City and 
also a hotel in Custer state park 
as a home. 


They also have been urged to

Bailey, chairman of the subcom- 
mittee in charge of the "investiga- 
tion," was employed at republican 
state headquarters in Lincoln dur- 
ng the campaign last fall and had 
charge of one section of the politi- 
cal work being done there, causes 
the minority membership to doubt 
vhether the inquiry is likely to be 
conducted along strictly disinter- 
ested lines. 


Mr. Bailey is also chairman 
of 


he republican house caucus and is 
•egarded as the spokesman of tht 
governor in 
various 
matters of 


legislation. In naming him to head 
the subcommittee, 
Chairman Es- 


sam of the finance committee, who 
Is another close friend of Governor 
McMullen and comes from the lat- 
ter s1 home county, pushed aside 
rormer Speaker Burke, a man of 
unquestioned impartiality, who is 
on record in this and previous ses- 
sions as being opposed to plaving 
partisan politics in the legislature 
and especially to "investigations"' 
into matters where the facts 
are 


already generally known through- 
out Xebraska. 


Sat Down on Cone Proposal. 
Several weeks ago, when Tren- 


mor Cone, the 
lone 
progressive 


member of the house, offered 
a 


resolution proposing - the appoint- 
ment of a special committee 
to i 


probe the deficit, it was Mr. Bailey ' 
who squelched it by a motion to 
refer it t othe finance committee, 
whether it has since been slumber- 
ing. 


Now, all of a sudden, an investi- 


gation is ordered by the 'governor's 
particular friends on the-committee- 
without any action by the house 
authorizing it. 
The 
conclusion 


drawn therefore on the democratic 
side is that the administration men 
want only one kined of an investi- 
gation, namely, one which will tend 
.o show that Governor McMullen 
is not-to be blame for the existing 
deficit, or that lie is not chiefly 
to blame, and that former Governor 
Bryan is. 


Thus far, no facts or figures of 
any kind have been produced to 
substantiate this' claim. The rec- 
ords chow that the deficit developed^ 
after the "ilcMuilcn administration 
began using 
gasoline tax' money 


and the motor vehicle license fund 
•o pay general running expenses of 
the state government. The 
first 


announcement from the governor's 
iff ice', that there was a deficit came 
ast summer, a year and half after 
McMullen took possession of the 
office. Ho made, no report to the 
.925 legislature that he had found 
any shortage of funds caused by 
.he Bryan regime. 


There was an old deficit of about 


'600,000 in state highway and state 
aid bridge expenditures, but it 
dated back to the McKelvie admin- 
istration preceding Bryan's. 
The 


1923' legislature was fully informed 
by Bryan in regard to it, but re- 
fused to appropriate money to take 
'care of it. In 1925, after the Su- 
preme court had passed 
on 
the 


question and found that a deficit 
did exist, the legislature that year 
app'ropriated money to pay it. 


•May Call Stats Accountant. 


Chairman Bailey of the investi- 


gating subcommittee, declines to 
announce In advance who will be 
called upon for information, bu 
says there will be a number o£ 
persons invited to testify. It is sup- 
posed one of them will be State 
Accountant C. A. Sommcr, who hai 
been Governor McMullen's chief re- 
liance in support of his theory that 
the 
deficit 
was 
inherited from 
Bryan, ajr. Sommcr is the man who 
reported to the 1923 legislature that 
there was no deficit left over from 
the McKelvfe administration.

ment. 


The introducer of the bill moved 
that the committee's report be over- 
turned and that the bill be placed 
on general file. 


Chappell declared that the man 


who sells liquor without regard for 
:ts source or quality should be pun- 
ished the same as a highwayman 
who kills his victim with a gun. 
He told the senate that a similar 
aw has been enacted in several 
other states and the one enacted in 
Illinois has been upheld by the Su- 
preme court of that state. 


• Explain Committee Action. 


- Senators Cooper and Jeary, mem- 
bers of the judiciarv committee, 
said that the bill had been reported 
for indefinite postponement because 
the3- felt that it could not be en- 
forced, and that there is now a law 
on the statutes covering the ad- 
ministering of poisons and making 
that an offense of 
manslaughter 
where death results. 


It developed that several mem- 


bes of the committee had not been 
present when the action was take a 
Senator TTilcox - declared that be- 
cause it was the opinion that the 
law could not be enforced the bill 
should not be enacted. 


Senator Smrha said he had al- 
ways been opposed to the liquor 
laws and especially the eighteenth 
amendment, but that he was in fa- 
vor of the Chappell bill. 
Senator 
Amspoker said that what is needed 
is better enforcement of the laws 
that are now on the statute'book? 
rather than new laws. 


Eleven bills were killed on tho re- 


port of the standing committees. 
Among them was S. F. 131, which 
would have given the state sher'ff 
broad powers of law enforcement

Important questions for any pro- 


ducer to settle in planning a long 
time -program in "What do the con- 
sumers want?," and "What can I 
produce at the ,most profit and get 
to the -consumers with the least 
transportation cost?" according to 
Prof. H. C. Filley o£ the college of 
agriculture, who spoke to the farm- 
ers and business men gathered at 
Nebraska's first agricultural out- 
look meeting Tuesday afternoon at 
the college. 


Thirty-Vive per cent of the con- 


sumers* of farm surplus products live 
east of Indiana and north of the 
Potamac. Getting Nebraska products 
to them at the least cost possible 
means 
concentration -.of, bujky 


grains and farm feeds into - cream 
and butter, eggs,-poultry, pork, beef 
and mutton. This "system of live- 
stock and grain farming should be 
considerably more profitable in 1927 
than straight grain farming, Pro- 
fessor Filley stated. 


As a long time program for Ne- 
braska, there is nothing to indicate 
that livestock and grain farming 
will not continue to be- the most 
^profitable type of farming, he said. 
Actual farm records bear out the 
theory that the- more hours o£ pro- 
ductive farm labor a farmer can 
put in. in a year, the more net 
profits he will make. 


Purchasing Power Lower. 


. Speaking of the present condition 
of the farming industry as com- 
pared with other industries. Prof. 
Filley said the farmers are consid- 
ered to have a purchasing power 
with their products of about SO per 
cent 
of what 
their 
purchasing 


power was in the five year period 
before the war. 


At the present time, pork, wool, 


and butter will buy as much from 
the store as they would before the 
war. Eggs are a little below pre- 
war levels right now, but they were 
high late last fall and during the 
winter, and in the past three years 
they have averaged about at par. 


These very conditions bear out 


the statement so often made that 
the Nebraska farmer who has kept 
some milk cows and some hogs and 
chickens during the past few years 
is now in fairly good circumstances. 


Arguments that Professor Filley 


advanced in his talk were proven 
by Mason Yerkes, extension spe- 
cialist who works with farm rec- 
ords and farm management pro- 
blems. Mr. Yerkes passed up the 
idea that the best way to make 
more money is to get better prices 
for products with a few brief re- 
marks, and then -laid particular 
emphasis upon cutting the cost of 
production. 


Lower Production Cost. 


.V farm paper recently mentioned 


three wa.ys before the public mind 
of solving the farm problem. The 
first was to reduce the tariff, the 
second to limit production, and the 
third to reduce the cost of produc- 
tion. According to this paper a re- 
duction' of tariff would cut down 
the American standard of living 
and 
injure the whole economic 
structure of the country; the limit- 
ing of production is only visionary 
and highly impractical because of 
the weather and the inability o£ 
the farmers to work together; and 
the thjrd way of lowering cost of 
production "would only mean cheap- 
er foreign labor and a lower wage 
scale. 


Mr. Yerkes brought out farm rec- 


ords kept on Nebraska farms un- 
cle" 'the direction of the agricul- 
tural extension service, to prove 
that there is another way to reduce 
cost of production, and th'at is to 
produce higher yields from fewer 
acres of units of livestock, there- 
by lowering the overhead costs.. 


Farm records from the corn yield 


.contest have shown that one farmer 
produced corn at a profit of ?6.62 
per acre, while another farmer in 
the very same neighborhood pro- 
"duccd practically the same yield 
yet made gnly $2.27 per acre net 
profit because his expenses wore so 
high. 


yThe first year of the Nebraska 


.Pig Crop contest also brought out 


. some more proof of the value of 


high yields. The men who finished 
this pro Vet '•nisod an average of 
seven pigs per sow whereas the 
stale average is about five. These 
men 
made the pigs 
weigh ' 200 


pounds each, at six months of age. 
which Is also well above the state 
average. The cost of keeping, the 
brood sows before they farrowed 
and the litters until they were 
.weaned was practically the 'same. 
The man who had two more pigs 
at weaning time was just that 
much ahead of the average man. 
The two extra pigs probably ate 
the equivalent of 22 bushels of 
corn by the time they w'eigiied 200 
•pounds each. 
Any farmer would 


trade 22 bushels of com for 
JOO 


pbunds of-hog this past year, Mr. 
Yerkes believes. 


Farmers. Should Use Reports. 
W. H. Broko.w, director of the 


Nebraska 
agricultural 
extension 


service, closed the program with a 
summary of what had been said 
.and called particular attention of 
the audience of what the college 
is doing to keep the farmers and 
•business men of the state in touch 
..with government'reports and con- 
•ditions in the country as a whole. 


The Nebraska Economic Situa- 


tion 
is Na monthly summarizing 


these conditions and pointing .out 
in a simple and understandable 
way the real situation each month. 
It is issued by the agricultural ex- 
tension service-about the fifteenth 
of each month and is mailed free 
of cliarge to anyone asking to be 
on the mailing list. The publica- 
tion is now about a year old .and 
"more than 1-100 names are already 
on the mailing list.

Miss Cameron visited practically 
every county seat town in the .state 
in an effort to determine to what 
extent poverty is due to economic 
causes. Records of county clerks 
revealed that foreclosures on farms 
last year ranged In 'number from 
none in some counties to seventy 
in others. 
It was estimated in a 


number of counties in ' divers sec- 
tions of the. state that two-thirds of 
all farms O.VQ mortgag-ed. 
Condi- 
tions, however, are improving and 
•. 


percentage of foreclosures is 
de- 


creasing-, Miss Cameron found. 


Wide Use Pension System. 


T'le system of pensions for de- 
pendent mothers Is 
coming into 
wider use in every county, accord- 
ing to Miss Cameron. It is found 
that this method is better than sep- 
arating the family and letting: its 
members become subjects for chari- 
ty, Miss Cameron said. 
Poor farms, in most instances, are 


expensive propositions 
for 
the 


counties that 
support them. Miss 
Cameron discovered. 
There 
are 


fifty-nine poor farms in Nebraska 
with a. total of about five hundred 
inmates. "Inmates of these insti- 
tutions include insane and feeble- 
minded " persons and .others 
who 


should be in state institutions," 
Miss Cameron declared. 
Committees will be named in each 


town that Miss Cameron visited and 
it is through these that the welfare 
program Will be conducted in Ne- 
braska this year. Round-table dis- 
cussions will be held in the larger 
towns this spring and summer. 


The extension division of the Uni- 
versity of Nebraska is offering a 
number of correspondence courses 
for those interested in social wt:l- 
fare work. It has a large collec- 
tion of material available for clubs 
or other poups. A packet library 
of magazine articles' on 
different 
matters of social interest has also 
been prepared and will be sent on

investigation of the Pennsylvania and Illinois prl- 


•y elections last summer fell to the lot of a sen- 
committee headed by the fiery Jim Reed of Mis-

gress meets in December he should be the repository 
of the greatest amount of political gossip, hearsay and 
otherwise, ever assembled in one place."

vent a further inquiry into the rotten political mctn- 
ods of the 
Pennsylvania 
bosses 
failed.

Reed's determination means there will be no let-up 
in exposing the corrupt practices which have marked 
elections in Pennsylvania. 


It has become the fashion to sneer and jeer at men 


who are fighting for honest government and clean 
politics 
A republican national committee tried to 


laugh Senator "Walsh Of Montana into oblivion for 
his handling of the naval oil land investigations. But 
Senator Walsh had his day in court and now the 
people of the United Stales know that he was Jus- 
tified in every action which he took. The same tac- 
tics are being pursued in an effort to minimize the 
significance of these campaign fund investigations.

TRIUMPHS OF SCIENCE. 


While every department of; science has made tre- 


mendous advance during the last fifty years, prob- 
ably no branch _has equaled in progress that which 
has been made in medicine. A statement on this sub- 
ject has just been made by Dr! Haven Emerson, pro- 
fessor of public health administration, Columbia uni- 
versity, Xew York. 


In this statement Dr. .Emerson says that the aver- 


age-duration of life of. the people-of Xew York City, 
which was just over thirty years in 1SOO, Is now only 
a little under sixty years. The infants dying Sn their 
first year of. life now number 63 in 1,000, instead of 
250, while tuberculosis kills only 93, instead of 40'J in 
each 1,000 of population each year. 


There is no longer any such thing 'as death from 


yellow fev.sr, malaria, typhus, cholera ami smallpox 
and within a very short time the same thing can be 
said of diphtheria and typhoid fever. 


Dr. JSmerson's statement has In great part to do 


with the work that has .been instituted9and carried 
on at Columbia, but he calls attention to the fact 
that the first tuberculosis clinic was established in the 
Vanderbilt clinic, while there are now thirty such 
in Xew York alone and great numbers scattered over 
the country. The first heart clinic was organized in 
1912 and there are now 175 in the country and thirty 
in Xew -York alone. 


It is without doubt true that the great institutions 


in the metropolis have done invaluable work in'ad- 
vancing science and contributing- to the health and 
welfare of the people, not only of the United States, 
but of the entire world, but this may be as truth- 
fully stated of others in this and other countries. 
Day after day and year after year devoted men of 
science, .who toil unceasingly that pain may be ban- 
love of the work: for the purpose of accomplishing 
things really1 worth while. These have small hope, 
or even thought of financial reward, their only de- 
sires in this respefct being that they may be provided 
with sufficient funds to carry on their chosen work. 


Too much credit cannot be given these devotees of 


science, who toil unceasingly that pain may be ban- 
ished, life prolonged, and hope sustained. 


THE BASKET BALL TOURNAMENT. 


The world's greatest basketball show opens in Lin- 


coln Thursday morning. 


When final entries were closed, it was found 257 


teams will participate in the 3-day grind to crown the 
champions of the various classes. From the stand- 
point of teams entered, the 1927 tournament will be 
the second largest in the history of the state. There 
will be 2,216 players take part, including substitutes. 
For the first time the gigantic- field house construc- 
ted by the athletic board of the University of Xe- 
braska will be ' available, and will make it possible 
to. stage most of the games on the same floor. In 
the earlier games there will be five courts occupied 
Continuously, from early morning until late at night. 
Even in the national tournaments, it is doubtful if 
there is a bigger show tha will be staged here at' 
Xebraska.

In the first two months of 1927, 135 men. w»jmcii 


and children have been killed'in automobile accident's 
in Cook county. Illinois, which embraces the city ot" 
Chicago. 


Prior to tins year. The Chicago Tribune asserts, a 


ratio of fifteen persons hurt to one killed by autimov 
biles has been maintained. Accordingly, The Tri- 
bune estimates, at least 3,500 people have suffered 
injuries in automobile accidents during the "period 
that 135 were killed. In many cases these injuries 
have been serious enough to cause invalidism or 
physical disability for many weeks and months.

high. In the brief period of two months, then. Cook 
county suffered an economic loss of $1,350.000 as a 
result of- fatalities in automobile accidents. It esti- 
mates the average loss resulting from Injuries is JoOO. 
Including both the expense of medical attention a.nd 
the loss resulting- from enforced 
idleness, it would 


seem that the. figure is conservative. If there were 
1,500 people Injured In the first two months in' Cook 
county, the loss would be $750,000. 


In sixty days. Cook county paid a toll of $2.100,000 


for careless and reckless driving. Accidents durimr 
January and February are not so frequent as when 
the weather becomes more suitable for driving. The 
Tribune points out. In economic terms, it Is estimat- 
ed Chicago paid 515,000,000 in 1926 as a result of au- 
tomobile accidents.

great and prosperous nation must give serious con- 
sideration to this increasing problem of the proper 
handling of the traffic proposition. The mania for 
•peed and the failure to obs«rv« even the most com- 
mon rules of surety is taking a toll which »uns In the 
hundreds of millions of dollars each year in Ameri- 
ca. It is a waste which Is inexcusable.

A FORTUNE IN FRUIT. 


A few days ago the first fruit farm developed in 


the Ozark region in ^Missouri was sold. The 1,320- 
acre tract developed by Colonel John J. Evans of 
Kansas City, the first steps toward which were talc- 
en in 1S83, was purchased"~by a son of the man who 
established the orchard. Although the consideration 
was not made public, it is said the figures were -well 
up over the million mark. 


The transaction is of interest because the elder 


Evans was the first man to establish a commercial 
orchard in the Ozarks, which in 
the 


years has become famous as a fruit-raising section. 


The conversion of the hilly, rocky, unprepossessing 


Ozark country into a rich horticultural region is one 
of the real achievements of those who look to the 
soil for their livelihood. Rich in natural, beauty, it 
could not be said that the Ozarks were adapted to 
the raising of grain crops, or promising for the ordi- 
nary channels of agriculture. 
Those very factors 


which made it undesirable for farming, as -sve under- 
stand it in this country where there is rich black soil, 
however, seemed to make it especially desirable for 
fruit raising. Those who have gone into Commercial 
fruit raising in the Ozarks have been eminently suc- 
cessful. 


In the Evans case the results are amazing. 
It re- 


quires a, large investment to plant and develop 
an orchard of ordinary size. To. bring a tract of 1,- 
320-acres to a point of high production represents- 
a gigantic undertaking. 


It was planted and matured when the tendency waa 


to conduct operations upon a gigantic scale. Xow 
the pendulum has started in the other direction. The 
ranch will be broken jup into smaller farms, and sold 
to many operators, who by intensifying their efforts 
will be enabled to bring it to a higher state of pro- 
ductivity.

are entitled to present any amend- 
ments they choose," he protested. 


'"Your amendment is out of or-

"I appeal from the chair's deci- 


sion," Van, Kirk declared.

monkey out of the chair," respond- 
ed Hovis. "Sit down." 


Immedlately Messrs. Jones, Thorns-

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The Whispering Bees. 


To counteract the unwholesome 


effect of the school-yard whisper- 
ing bees, forearm your children 
•with the knowledge they seek be- 
fore they start to school, and teach 
them that mother is always ready 
to solve their perplexities. So says 
one reader in answer to "Mrs. J." 
Her letter should be read by, parents 
and children alike. 


Dear Minerva: 
"Mrs. J's" letter 


is responsible for this letter. 
' I want to tell my way of doing it. 
You see I have raised three girls 
and a boy and they have all-gone 
straight so far and. so feel that I 
maygive my testimony. 


When my children began asking 


me a&out life etc. I answered their 
questions as carefully • as I could, 
tried not to shpw it was anything 
out of-the ordinary. 
I think-the 


first question fired at^ine was:about 
a new baby born, across' the alley 
J'rom us. My boy heard of.the baby 
and promptly asked me where did 
they get it. He was six years old 
and had to start to school in the 
fali and I knew fie would get It 
from other boys if I didn't tell'him, 
so I told him all that I felt it was 
best to at the time, and told him if 
lie wanted to ask any more ques- 
tions why I'd tell him, and of course 
he soon asked others and even 7iow 
ihat he is more than half as old as 
I am he asks mother when things 
puzzle him. 


My girls are the same way. They 


did not begin asking questions quite 
as. soon maybe as the boy but they 
were very much the same. One'girl 
was told when the baby was coming 
and although I told her as soon as 
I though it necessary she already 
had guessed it as a little friend had 
put her jvise about an older sister 
of little friend's. 


You have no idea how soon the 


''little dears" talk these things over 
among themselves. • Your children 
should be told enough before they 
start to school to let them know 
mother will answer all questions in 
an honest, straight-forward manner. 
Don't fool yourself 
into 
thinking 


your nine-year-old just thinks dolls. 
3f you could be a mouse and follow 
her around a week you would find 
you do not know tho true self of 
your baby at all. I find most chil- 
dren'trained as "Mrs. ,T's""girl, are 
the eager listeners of the; school- 
yard whispering bees. There 
are 


execeptions to the rule, but they are 
few. 
- 


I taught, school when young and 


my mother was one of the kind like 
"Mrs. J" who hushed my first ques- 
tions, and I blush with shame .to 
think of the ways I learned life and 
the things my brother and I talked 
out alone, helped by the things he 
learned from other untaught boys. I 
never talked with other girls "much 
for we were^farmer folks and I did 
not get with other girls much until 
J was too old to bother about such 
things'. 


When I married 1 had to suffer 


months of agony and untenable 
misery all because my mother was 
too "modest" to tell me things I 
should have known. 


No, "Mrs. J," don't be a "plumb 


fool;" get one or all the books that 
tell mothers how to tell children, 
then use the method you think best 
for your family. 


SOme of the finest, truest boys 


and girls, and men and women I 
know are the ones who know be- 
cause mother told them. 


Children must know life sooner- 


or later and if you do not tell them 
as they ask, you are as truly cruel 
us if you never warned your ba.by 
of the fire when it reached for the 
hot stove. 


Now you "Two Nuts" of seven- 


teen, I wonder if yo~u realjy mean it 
when you say you want to break 
with the "crowd." If you do, try 
this. 
Dp not , go 
anywhere 
the 


"crowd" goes for a few months. Say 
tho crowd, goes to dances, well shun 
dances. You say "What can we do 
in place of it?' 


Have you no Christian Endeavor 


or Epworth 
League? 
You ' don't 


have to! be a Christian to attend 
the church services such ag these 
and although at first you may feel 
strange you will soon find plenty of 
jolly companions in such a crowd. 


Have you ever read 
the 
Bible 


through? 
Surely one of you likes 


to read or you may both and can 
take turns reading out loud. You 
have no idea how Interesting it will 
become once you have waded In a. 
little way. 
If you want a good 


laugh try reading aloud a list of 
the Bible names, as you will find in 
the first of the old Testament. 
Get 


a revised edition if you can. Find 
an American translation of the new 
Testament and it reads a very in- 
teresting story clear through. 
Ask 


a Methodist minister where to ob- 
tain such a. translation and I think 
he will tell you, or if you will ask 
Minerva for the address I'm send- 
ing it to her to give you. 


You see girls, 
if 
you want "to 


break from the jazz orowd you 
must turn your back flatly on all 
such things for a while till the break 
is sure. 
Go the other way 
en- 


tirely even though the going is a bit 
rough for a while. Xow P do not 
mean get goody-goody. 
Natural 


girls are not that. They love life 
an'd fun but there are so many 
things that are fun. besides jazz and 
rot. 


Long walks uphill and down dale, 


splendid books to read, helping with 
the.work at home, reading to those 
who can't do it for themselves. A 
course in sewing or cooking- if you. 
can afford It. You will both need to 


know both sewing and cooking in a 
few years; why not learn now? 


Make a schedule. After school,a 


long walk say from two :to five 
miles, then an hour of sewing les- 
son while resting, supper and then 
lessons and a good book till bed 
time, as you get- more used to the 
walking you 'can 
get over more 


ground in the same length of time 
or can walk until supper time and 
have 
your 
sewing 
lesson 
after 


supper.

.A hearing has been set for Thurs- 


dav of'this week on-Senator Theb. 
Osterman's bill, S. F. 22S, 'which is 
designed to make Omaha a free 
and open grain market by abolish- 
ing the 
weighing 
and 
elevator 


charges now collected on all car- 
load., shipments of grain that pass 
through that terminal. 


Shippers -and millers throughout 


the state are said to be in lavor 
of the bill for the reason that they 
would be saved this extra charge of 
one'centa bushel.

Under the present system if. a 


miller or other purchaser buys -a 
carload-of wheat from a grower, it 
must pass through the' Omaha ter- 
minal where it. is 
unloaded 
and 


weighed, 
and 
before the 
grain 


reaches the buyer he miist contri- 
bute this. one cent a bushel charge 
to 
the 
Omaha 
terminal. 
This 


charge amounts to between IS and 
20 dollars a car, Senator Ostermnn 
says. 


The Omaha market is the only 


one in the United States -using- this 
system, Osterman says, and the re- 
sult is a discrimination against the 
Nebraska growers and buyers and 
in favor of those who may sell and 
buy through the Kansas City, St. 
Louis and other markets. 


The Osterman bill would allow a 


purchaser to accept 
the shippers 


weights, thereby eliminating the ex- 


tra weighing charge. Osterman al- 
so 'charges that in the weighing of 
the grain at the Omaha terminal 
good wheat is mixed with poorer 
wheat 'and the result is -that .the 
purchaser often does not receive as 
high a quality of grain as he would 
If lie received it direct 
from 
the 


grower.

He has received numerous letters 


from shippers and buyers, through- 
out the state supporting the bill.
